! fhe chassis of a caterpillar tractor was made into a 
large semitrailer,, repairing of steam 

shovels and other quit© large machines was also done.. Tractor 
repairs were concerned primarily wi th the motor* jOIhc of to© 
spare parts for tractors ar© newly cast in th© factory , and 30 soe 
are obtained from the nearby tractor factory, Saratov* No. 306, 
which is located on the same road but should be more in the 
direction of the city outskirts. The delivery of spare parts for 
the repairing of military vehicles appears to be chiefly 

from Factory No. 306. About 4-6 tractors are overhauled per 
month!, More important by far is the production of a new chassis 
for soaitrailora of prioo movers. They are very heavy chassis 
and underpants, which run on caterpillar tracks and are driven 
!iy 8 rollers on each side. The rollers and the caterpillar tracks 
reportedly correspond exactly with the driving parts which 

are being used in tank type T-34. The rollers and caterpillar 
tracks are also obtained from the Lenina Factory No. 306. 

The finished chassis underparts are delivered to the Soviet 
caned services Their delivery is made by heavy tractors. The 
axles, always 15 era in diameter, are made in the Avtobaza^ . 

Deliveries ar© made to military posts. Production capacity is 
comparatively limited. Production of 3uch chassis hardly ever
